Honoring  these  pioneer  families,  our  own  ancestral  blood,  is  not  a 
hobby,  but  rather  a  duty  we  owe  to  our  parents,  to  our  children  and  to 
our  nation.  Nothing  is  so  dangerous  to  the  happiness  and  the  welfare 
of  our  families  as  a  matrimonial  alliance  with  an  unknown  family.  "An 
honorable  lineage  is  the  best  of  Heritage",  says  a  distinguished  scientist. 
The  proper  record  of  it  is  essential.  The  vital  part  of  any  pedigree  is 
the  first  five  generations,  furnishing  sixteen  families  for  continued  re¬ 
search.  In  each  preceding  generation  the  ancestral  families  are  twice  the 
number  in  the  succeeding  generation;  the  11th  has  1,  024  families. 

I  first  became  interested  in  family  history  and  records,  when  an  aunt 
of  mine  was  invited  to  become  a  charter  member  of  a  chapter  being  or¬ 
ganized  in  her  home  town. 

Her  daughter  asked  me  to  assist  her  in  securing  information  neces¬ 
sary  for  her  mother  to  complete  her  D.A.R.  papers. 

Being  interested,  I  began  working  on  the  different  lines  of  my  family 
and  I  have  gotten  many  valuable  records  and  dates  from  wills,  letters, 
tombstones,  bibles,  courthouses  and  libraries  which  I  believe  are  mostly 
established  facts.  Hoping  the  work  I  have  done  will  be  of  value  to  others, 
who  may  be  interested.

And  there  were  others  who  were  indeed  interested,  especially  my 
father,  Wade  Henton.  He  called  me  on  the  telephone  one  hot  summer  day 
and  asked  me  to  take  the  records  of  Nelle  Edwards  and  compile  them  into 
book  form.  I  told  him  I  would  "one  of  these  days"  and  thought  no  more 
about  it  and  hoped  he  wouldn't  either.  However,  as  summer  went  into 
fall  and  the  days  cooled  off,  he  brought  me  all  of  Nelle's  information  and 
records  that  she  had  gathered  through  many  years  of  hard  work.  I  picked 
up  the  papers  and  put  them  down  many  times  in  utter  confusion,  as  all  the 
people  were  strangers  to  me.  Slowly  the  pieces  began  to  fit  together  and 
it  all  became  fascinating.  I  became  interested  in  who  my  ancesters  were,

The  family  Hynton-Henton  is  of  Royal  and  Baronial  descent.  The  word 
Hinton  is  Anglo-Saxon  and  means  "Old  Town"  and  it  is  given  to  at  least 
a  dozen  different  parishes  in  England.  'Henton  is  said  to  be  of  Welch  spell¬ 
ing.  It  is  found  in  ancient  English  and  early  American  records  in  various 
spellings;  Hyntone,  Hinton,  Hynton  and  Henton.  Families  of  this  name  were 
found  in  the  English  Counties  of  Oxford,  Berks,  Salop,  Chester,  Derby, 
Essex,  Cambridge  and  the  vicinity  and  city  of  London.  Also  in  parts  of 
Ireland . 

Two  brothers  -  Hynton  -  came  from  Normandy  in  1066,  in  the  com¬ 
pany  of  Geoffery  de  Nagnavil.  They  fought  at  Hastings  and  received  land 
at  Dromesday  Survey  in  1070. 


George  Henton  I 


A  copy  of  American  Genealogy,  states  that  one  George  Henton  came 
to  America,  along  with  his  neighbors,  the  Boones,  Lincolns  and  Hanks, 
from  the  South  of  England  in  1715.  He  settled  at  Exeter,  Philadelphia 
County,  Penn.,  now  Berks  Co.  Pa. 

The  records  of  the  Historical  society  of  Philadelphia,  states  that 
George  Henton  obtained  a  patent  to  a  tract  of  land  in  now  Berks  Co.  Pa. 
Exeter  or  Olney  Township  in  1720.  His  will  is  on  record  there,  probated 
in  1747.  His  will  names  his  wife  Persis  and  his  six  children.  (Persis's 
maiden  name  was  not  given,  but  it  is  thought  he  married  Persis  Boone.) 
Witnesses  to  the  will  were  Isreal  Robeson,  William  Hughes,  and  George 
Boone  III,  uncle  of  Daniel  Boone  the  Scout.  George  Boone  most  likely 
wrote  the  will  as  the  handwriting  and  the  signature  are  identical.  George 
Henton  signed  his  will  with  a  mark. 

George  Henton  married  Persis  (Boone)?  possibly  before  leaving  Eng¬ 
land,  since  no  record  of  their  marriage  can  be  found  in  Philadelphia.  He 
died  in  1748.

George  Henton  the  immigrant  made  his  son  George  his  whole  and  sole 
executor  of  his  last  will  and  testament,  dated  1747.  William  and  Ruth  were 
willed  one  and  five  English  Shillings. 

GEORGE  HENTON  II,  married  Elizabeth  Thompsob  in  Berks  Co.  Pa„ 
old  Augusta  Co.  records.  After  the  settlement  of  his  fathers  estate,  he 
and  his  family  moved  to  Augusta  Co.  now  Rockingham  Co.  Va.  in  the 
1770's.  On  May  20,  1777  was  made  administrator  of  one  John  Needhams 
estate  by  the  Augusta  Co.  court.  Siner  Needham,  son  of  John  Needham, 
choose  George  Henton  to  be  his  guardian.

Thomas  Henton  I,  2nd  son  of  George  Henton  and  Persia  (Boone?) 
b.  Exeter,  Pa.  1718,  d.  1794  Shenadoah  Co.  Va.  M.  Ann  Yarnall  in  1747 
in  Berks  Co.  Pa.  Ann  Yarnall  was  the  daughter  of  Peter  and  Alice 
Warrilow  of  Pa.  (This  record  from  Quaker  records  by  Elshman  of 
Berke  Co.  Pa.)  Thomas  Henton  moved  from  Pa.  to  Dunsmore  Co.  Va. 
now  Shenadoah  Co.  Va.  in  1751. 

Lord  Thomas  Fairfax  had  granted  455  acres  of  land  to  John  Thompson 
April  1760  and  Thompson  sold  it  to  Thomas  Henton  I,  Sept.  19,  1760.  At

the  death  of  Thomas  Henton  I,  he  willed  135  acres  to  his  son  Thomas  II, 
and  the  remainder  of  320  acres  to  his  son  George.  In  1801  Thomas 
Henton  II,  sold  his  135  acres  to  Jacob  Bowers  and  moved  to  Woodford  Co. 
Kentucky. 

In  1809  George  sold  lands  to  Conrad  Pence  and  moved  to  Orange  Co. 
Indiana.  Thomas  Henton  I,  was  surveyor  for  Lord  Thomas  Fairfax  in 
1753.  He  was  Captain  of  Shenandoah  Co.  Militia  in  1785.  He  lived  near 
Forestville,  Shenadoah  Co.  Va. 

From  a  phostatic  copy  sent  me  (Nelle  Henton  Edwards)  by  Rev.  W.

Twyman  Williams  of  Hampton-Sidney  Virginia,  of  Captain  Jacob  Holman's 

militia  in  Dunmore  Co.  Va.  (now  Shenandoah  Co.  Va.)  in  1775.

Thomas  Henton  II,  son  of  Thomas  Henton  I,  and  Ann  Yamall,  married 
Christina  Branner  in  Va. ,  April  13,  1780.  Record  at  Woodstock,  Va., 
signed  by  Anna  Catherine  Spiker  -  D.  Clerk.  Thomas  Henton  II,  bought 
from  Thomas  ffemton  (arm  of  Joseph  Henton,  who  was  killed  by  Indians), 
the  preemption  warrent  which  was  finally  issued  to  the  heirs  of  Joseph 
Henton.  Oct.  11,  1813,  deed  book  F,  pages  210-211,  Versailles,  Ky. 

Thomas  Henton  II  died  Sept.  29,  1829  and  his  wife  Christina-died  1832.

Both  are  buried  in  Grassy  Springs  Churchyard.  This  old  church  was

built  on  land  given  by  Thomas  Henton  II,  to  be  used  by  any  denomination

In  regard  to  the  Grassy  Springs  Church.  The  Woodford  Sun  of  Aug. 
1913  says.  "Grassy  Spring  Church,  was  an  offspring  of  the  Forks  of 
Elkhorn  Baptist  Church,  near  Duckers.  It  was  organized  prior  to  1800, 
and  the  Rev.  Issac  Cruther  was  the  first  pastor.  The  church  went  over 
to  the  Reformed  Faith  in  about  1830,  under  the  preaching  of  Rev.  Alex¬ 
ander  Campbell.  The  original  church  was  built  of  logs.  The  last  build¬ 
ing  was  of  brick  and  was  erected  about  1869  or  1870.  This  building  was 
sold  to  a  company  or  firm  about  1954  or  earlier  and  removed  from  the 
Grassy  Spring  Churclyard. 

Thomas  Henton  II,  who  's  deed  Sept.  18,  1829  said,  "I  wish  my 
executor  to  make  a  full  title  to  the  lot  of  ground  on  which  the  meeting 
house,  known  by  the  name  of  Grassy  Spring,  stands,  which  is  to  be  a 
meeting  house  for  the  use  of  any  denominations  of  Christians.  Will  book

H.  P.  300.  Thomas  Henton  Versailles,  Ky.  ,  This  was  not  done. 


From  the  association  letter  of  1869,  there  is  this  tribute  paid  to  a 
deceased  brother.  "We  have  lost  one  of  our  most  efficient  members,  who 
has  long  been  a  prop  and  pillar  in  the  church,  beloved  and  honored  by  all 
who  knew  him,  Bro.  Thomas  Henton."  The  Glen  Creek  Church  where 
the  Hentons  were  members  for  many  years. 

Casper  Branner,  father  of  Christina  Branner,  wife  of  Thomas  Henton  II. 

Very  little  is  known  of  the  first  Casper  Branner.  They  were  of  German 
descent  -  It  is  an  accepted  fact,  that  they  came  from  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  settled  near  Forestville  Virginia,  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  before  1750  - 
It  is  inferred  that  he  was  born  about  1729  -  All  of  his  signatures  are  in 
German  script. 

On  August  4th  1760,  he  received  a  grant  of  four  (400)  acres  of  land 
from  Lord  Fairfax.  It  was  located  on  Holman's  Creek,  near  Forestville 
in  what  was  the  Frederich  County.  He  and  his  wife  Catherine  Branner 
whose  maiden  name  was  supposed  to  be  Zirkle,  were  members  of  Solo- 
mans  Lutheran  Church  near  Forestville  Virginia,  both  are  said  to  be  bur¬ 
ied  in  the  Soloman's  churchyard. 

Casper  Branner  died  prior  to  July  20,  17  92,  as  is  shown  in  Deed 
Book  D.  page  148  at  Woodstock,  Va.  One-half  of  his  farm  was  bought  by 
his  son  John  Branner  for  1 1 1 8  P-(English  money),  deed  book  M.  page  60 
Woodstock,  Va.  , 

Casper  Branner  and  wife  Catherine  Zirkle,  had  four  children.

Mildred  and  Nancy  Darnaby  were  the  daughters  of  Edward  Darnaby 

and  Mildred  Ellis. 

It  is  not  known  just  when  the  Darnaby's  came  to  America  -  about  1700 
or  later.  Darnaby,  Dudley  and  Gayle  were  heads  of  families  in  Va.,  near 
Frederickburg,  1737. 

Edward  Darnaby  bought  from  Gen.  Boyd,  a  part  of  his  military  grant 
of  land  in  1786.  On  this  tract  of  land,  he  built  a  home  for  his  wife  Mildred 
Ellis  and  family.  It  was  a  log  cabin  of  one  room  down  and  one  room  up. 
Several  of  his  children  were  born  in  this  home.  In  1800  he  built  a  brick 
house  and  still  later  a  larger,  lovely,  br  ck  home.  Still  standing  today 
(1959).  Edward  Darnaby  and  Mildred  Ellis  had  a  son  John  Darnaby  who 
married  Mary  Stuart  in  1858.  Their  daughter  Susie  Darnaby  owned  the 
home  built  by  her  grandfather.  Susie  Darnaby  died  March  26  1959  and  was 
buried  in  the  Lexington,  Kentucky  Cemetery.  The  house  and  furnishings 
were  sold.  A  pair  of  double  Jenny-Lind  beds  and  dresser  reported  tp  be 


made  in  1808  were  bought  by  Mrs.  Wade  Henton.

Shackelford  Clan. 

Two  men  by  the  name  of  Shackelford  played  a  very  important  part  in  the 

early  settlement  of  America,  John  and  Roger. 

The  immigrant  was  Roger  Shackelford  and  came  to  America  prior  to 
1658,  as  Edward  Palmer  was  at  that  time  granted  land  especially  for  the 
transportation  of  eight  persons  into  the  Colony  among  them  being  Roger  Shackel¬ 
ford. 

Some  had  the  opinion  that  the  immigrant  was  John  Shackelford,  the  son 
of  Roger  and  he  settled  in  King  and  Queen  Co.  Va. ,  It  is  thought  he  married 
the  eldest  daughter  of  John  Livingston  of  South  Carolina,  who  migrated  from 


Scotland.

The  Ellis  name  first  appears  in  the  Colonial  annals  of  Virginia  in  1609. 
Ellis  colonists  are  listed  owning  land  near  Richmond,  Va.,  long  before  the 
American  Revolution  .  It  was  near  Fredricksburg,  Spotiaylvania  Co.  ,  Va., 
that  Hezekiah  Ellis  was  born.  He  married  Mildred  Burbridge,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Burbridge.  They  had  six  children  all  born  before  the  Revolution,  in 


Spottsylvania  Co.  Va., 

Hezekiah  Ellis  is  the  historic  character  who  was  imprisoned  in  Fred¬ 
ericksburg  jail  in  1775  by  Lord  Dunmore,  the  Royai  Governor  of  Virginia  for 
publicly  denouncing  the  tryamcal  course  of  the  English  government. 

Hezekiah  Ellis  and  his  wife  Mildred  became  members  of  the  Upper 
Spottsylvania  Baptist  Church,  of  which  Lewis  Craig  was  pastor. 

The  Ellis  family  according  to  Hemming  and  Bishop  Meade  is  of  English 
descent,  and  the  name  first  appears  in  the  second  charter  granted  to  the 
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London  Company  in  1609. 

Hezekiah  Ellis  died  in  Virginia  shortly  after  his  imprisonment  in  Fred¬ 
ericksburg  Va.,  His  widow  later  married  Benjamin  Roberson,  to  them  was 
born  8  children. 


In  Sept.  1781,  the  congregation  of  the  Upper  Spottsylvania  Baptist  Church, 
left  in  a  body  from  its  location  near  Fredericksburg  Va.,  which  had  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  about  1000  to  journey  to  the  M  Wilderness  beyond  the  mountains",  it 
being  planned  to  reach  the  region  of  Dicks  River  in  Kentucky,  and  the  Blue 
Grass  region,  east  of  Lexington,  Ky.,  Capt.  William  Ellis,  son  of  Hezekiah 
and  Mildred  Burbridge  Ellis,  was  the  military  leader  and  Lewis  Craig  was  the 
religious  leader,  he  was  pastor  of  the  Upper  Spottsylvania  Church, in  the  com¬ 
pany  were  nearly  six  hundred  colonists,  among  them  was  Thomas  Henton's 
great  grandmother,  Mildred  Ellis  Roberson,  a  sister  of  Captain  William,  all 
the  Ellis  children  and  the  Darnaby  family.  A  number  of  Baptist  preachers  and 
others  from  different  counties. 

Lewis  Craig  was  the  son  of  Toliver  Craig,  b.  m  17  40  in  Orange  Co., 

The  traveling  church  reached  Gilberts  Creek,  where  they  tarried  until  the 
spring  of  1782.  They  finally  established  themselves  in  the  Blue  Grass  region, 
from  which  they  had  been  driven  by  the  savages  in  1779. 

They  pushed  on  and  succeed  in  planting  the  settlement  known  as  Chilesburg 
The  great  invasion  followed  a.nd  many  lost  their  lives.  In  17  84  another 

invasion  was  formed  but  did  not  take  place.

Evan  Henton,  son  and  Third  child  of  William  Henton  and  Mary  Jones,  B^ 
17.  .  .  moved  to  Va.,  with  parents  about  1770,  later  went  to  Ky. ,  with 
Daniel  Bcone.  Here  he  joined  Capt.  James  Harrods  Co.,  in  1774.  He 
helped  lay  off  the  Harrodstown,  now  Harrodsburg,  the  first  town  in  Ky. 

A  lot  was  assigned  to  Evan  Henton  and  a  adjoining  one  to  Daniel  Boone. 

On  one  or  both  of  these  lots  was  built  a  double  log  cabin  known  indiscrimin¬ 
ately  as  Boone's  Henton's  Cabin  until  burned  by  Indians  in  1777.  Evaa 
Henton's  son,  William,  was  one  of  a  number  claimed  to  have  been  the 
first  white  child  born  in  Ky.  Evan  Henton  entered  a  preemtion  warrept 
for  1,  000  acres  of  land  on  Fox  Creek  in  Shelby  Co.  ,  Ky.  May  9,  1780. 
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He  died  Feb.  2,  1781.  He  was  captured  by  Simon  Girty  and  his  party  of 
Indians  and  was  burned  at  the  stake. 

(The  following  account  of  how  Evan  died  was  taken  from  George  Holeman's 
Military  History:) 

Though  Major  George  Rogers  Clark  commanded  the  troops,  the  organ¬ 
ization  was  known  as  Harrod's  Company.  About  the  Spring  of  1779,  the 
Indians  ceased  their  hostilities  and  on  Feb.  11.  1781,  a  wagoner  by  the  name

of  Evan  Hinton  was  sent  from  the  Block  House  at  Louiseville  to  Boone's  old

station  for  provisions,  and  a  lot  of  empty  barrels  to  be  used  for  salting

down  meat  for  the  troops.  George  Holeman,  age  16,  and  Richard  LaRue, 
age  19,  were  sent  as  guards  to  protect  the  wagon  from  the  Indians  who 
lurked  along  the  road.  Evan  Henton  drove  the  wagon,  and: LaRue  walked  a 
few  paces  ahead  and  Holeman  the  same  distance  behind.  As  they  ascended 
a  hill  about  8  miles  from  Louisville,  Henton  heard  someone  say  "Whoj",

He  stopped  the  horses,  and  the  notorious  Simon  Girty,  with  thirteen 
Indians  demanded  surrender  or  forfeit  of  life.  The  little  band  was  out¬ 
numbered  so  of  course  surrendered.  The  wagon  and  contents  was  left  by 
the  roadside,  but  the  horses  and  the  prisoners,  under  the  direction  of  their 
captors  made  a  hasty  dash  for  the  Ohio  River,  crossed  and  went  to  Camp 
Waupacanatta,  Ohio.  Here  each  prisoner  "had  to  run  the  gaunlet"  and  each 
made  a  hairbreath  escape.  At  night  the  three  prisoners  were  tied  together 
for  safety.  Henton  who  was  desperate  to  see  his  wife  and  children,  loosed 
himself  and  escaped,  only  to  be  recaptured  and  meet  death  by  means  of  the 
stake.  The  scalp  of  Henton  was  threateningly  exhibited  to  Holeman  and 
LaRue  with  assurance  that  they  would  meet  the  fate  of  their  "red-headed 
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friend",  if  they  attempted  to  escape.  Holeman  was  adopted  as  a  son  and 
LaRue  as  a  brother  of  the  Indians.  They  later  escaped.  Holeman  served 
with  Gen.  Clark  in  1786  or  87.  Married  Elizabeth  Fisher  of  Louisville 
and  moved  to  Woodford  Co.,  Ky.

Rebecca  Henton  4th  child  of  William  Henton  and  Mary  Jones  was  born  in 
Pa.  in  17.  .  .  Moved  with  parents  to  Va.  1770  or  71.  She  married  Joseph 
Grider  and  later  moved  to  Shelby  Co.  ,  Ky.  to  be  near  her  brothers,  Joseph 
and  Evan  Henton.  There  is  no  record  of  her  death  or  children. 


Peter  Henton,  7th  child  of  William  Henton  and  Mary  Jones,  was  born  in  Pa. 
in  1758.  He  came  to  Va.  with  his  parents  in  1770-71.  He  was  the  only  son 
who  made  his  home  permanent  rn'Rockingham  Co.  Va.  at  the  old  home  place 
on  Smith  Creek  about  10  miles  N.  -N.E.  of  Harrisonburg,  Va.  He  added 
several  hundred  acres  more  land  to  the  place.  It  is  claimed  he  owned  the 
first  land  in  Rockingham  Co.  after  its  formation  1778.  James  Huffman  who 
wrote  "The  ups  and  Downs  of  a  Confederate  Soldier"  and  married  a  grand 
daughter  of  Peter  Henton,  said  of  him  (not  knowing  the  early  history  of  the 
family)  "I  find  Peter  Henton  came  from  some  where,  unless  he  fell  from  a 
cloud  as  little  frogs  do.  "  Peter  Henton  married  Mary  Southern  in  August 
1778.  They  were  buried  in  a  little  plot  on  his  farm  where  many  others  of 
the  William  Henton  Line  were  entered.  Beside  the  marker  of  Peter  Henton  is 
a  marble  slab  bearing  the  name  "POLLY  HENTON,  born  Aug  31,  1762. 

Died  Aug  7,  1834,  (consort)  of  PETER  HENTON' 

David  Hinton,  son  of  Peter  Henton  and  wife  Mary  Southern  was  born  1864  in 
Rockingham  Co.  Va.  He  died  in  Greenville  W.  Va. ,  Monroe  Co.  in  1886. 
David  married  Annie  Barberry  Maddy.  He  owned  a  fine  farm  in  Monroe  Co. 

William  Hinton,  the  4th  eldest  son  of  David  Henton  and  Annie  Barberry 
Maddy,  was  born  5/4/1833  near  Centerville,  Va.  now  Greenville,  W.  Va. 

He  died  1910  at  Hinton  W.  Va.  Married  1869  Mary  Francis  Peck  of 
Buffalo,  Mason  Co.  W.  Va.

JOHN  HENTON  LINE 

John  Henton,  third  son  of  George  Henton,  the  Emmigrant,  and  Persia 
(Boone)?  was  born  in  Exeter  Philadelphia  Co.  Pa.  17.  .  .  Died  about  1786 
in  Rockingham  Co.  Va.  He  married  Ester  Evan,  daughter  of  David  Evans  of 
Berks  Co.  Pa.  John  and  Esther  moved  from  Berks,  Co.  Pa.  to  Augusta  Co. 
Va.  now  Rockingham  Co.,  after  1751.  He  was  mentioned  in  Augusta  County 
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records  about  1751.  He  lived  in  the  west  side  of  the  Co.  near  the  pioneer, 

John  Hopkins.  Jeremiah  and  Catherine  Harrison  in  1765  deeded  John  Henton 
400  acres  of  land  on  Linville  Creek,  then  Augusta  Co.  ,  for  the  sum  of  276 
pounds  and  ten  shillings.  On  July  26,  1779,  John  Henton  was  made  surety 
for  John  Smith,  first  sheriff  of  Rockingham  Co.  He  was  allowed  claims  for 
supplies  furnished  the  army  on  several  occasion  such  as  grain,  meat,  flour, 
cattle,  horses  and  wagons.  John  Henton  died  about  1786.  His  widow,  Esther, 
on  Sunday  before  the  third  lords  day  in  1791  presented  to  the  Linville  Baptist 
Church  her  letter  of  dismission  in  Berke  Co.  Pa.  Children  of  John  Henton 
and  Esther  Evans  were:
